Ohinoso troops, 
with European offiaerB, are rapidly advanc- 
ing through Manchuria to tvard tho Korean 
frontier. The commiaaariat ia cicporienoing 
i;reat difiSoulty in obtaining aupplies for the 
troops.. Cliilia la wary in her preparations, 
but is untparlog in her efforts to succeed in 
the.tapending fighting, 

London, Aug. !). — Tho Times corroapocd- 
ent in Tientsin says that a court of inciuiry 
into the Kow SliUDg alTuir was hold yeater- 
diiy. Captain von Hannakor'a affidavit 
denying tho ollieial Japuneso vorsion of the 
ainkiny of tho transport was road. Ho de- 
nied the Japanese statement that tho cruiser 
Naniwa attacked the Kow yhung only after 
aho enoountorod the Chinese warship Uhen 
Vuen. The Kow Shung nlTair, ho aasertod, 
wuH in no way connooted with another naval 
eneountor between the Cliinese und Jap- 
aupso. 

A dispatch to the Times from Tientsin 
says thab the BnKlish oolony have petitioned 
that British gunboats be sent there to pro- 
vont panics. Tiie governmeab has ordered 
tho Chinese offioials to protect all foreigners 
und missionaries. Xfae Times denies the 
statement thab General Yen was killed at 
VuBhan and that the steamer Kwao. li was 
sunk. It also denies that Li Hung Chang's 
rank and privileges have been reduced. 

Japan has ordered a proniiucnt iirm in 
Dudley, Worccatershire, to ship to J:tpan 
immediately sovoral hundred tons of the 
boat) iron. It is understood that the iron is 
for war purposes. 

Chief Officer Tainplin, of the transport 
Kow ShuDg, aaid in an interview to-doy 
concerning his exporienco at tho time of the 
Biultiug ot the tranaport : "I was in tlio 
water for some tiu]o l)eforu tho Japanese 
picked me up. They were kind to mo and 
gave me every attention. The Chinese 
on tho Kow Shung fired at me wliile I 
was in tho water. Tho .lapmieae fired at 
tho Chinese in tho Kow Shuu^'s boata, but 
did not fire at tho drowning Chinamen." 

Bkhwn, Aug. 9. — Tho German cruisers 
Eondcr and Kormoran have boon ordered to 
tho seat of war. 

WASiriNtiTON CiTV, Aug. 9'— In speaking 
of tho probabilities of tho impendiug war 
between Japan and China, an official of the 
Japanese legation recalled the fact that the 
season of the monsoon and typhoon ia now 
rapidly approaching. Tho presence of the 
former la not regarded as a menace to sea 
manutuAring, but fear ia felt for tho latter. 
Tho typhoon ia a revolving windstorm 
whoso cfTocta are diaastroua. it la believed 
by the officials of the legation that the naval 
movements, during tbo typhoon Reason at 
least, will be somewhat cireumscribod. The 
Chineeo will not venture a great distance 
from their coast, but will keep close to port. 
Japan, it is thought here, will wage an 
Bggreaaive war against China, and some 
of her objective points in all probability will 
be the Ohitiese porte. Already news has 
reached here of high galea oiF the Ctiinese 
coast that ka^e oompefled all craft but the 
atauneiieab ateamers tO'oeok aheltcr in port. 
Naval bffieen«wy that when the dreaded ty- 
phoon sets in there is nothing to do but to 
ran from it. When voasels are not sunk by 
typhoon tliey4kre 'frequently driven far out 
of their oonrse, so it will be seen that naval 
operations ^between Japan and China are 
likely to be .eondnoted at great risk. For 
this reaeoa the operations of the Scots will 
probably be restricted to a minimum. 

1'aujh, Aug. B. — The JIatin puhliahea a 
long artiole on tho relation of Kurojjeiin 
piiwera to China, Japan and Korea. The 
editor ia moat apprehenaivo of a covert 
attempt at overreaching cn the part of 
Great K-ritaiu. After udvisiug Franco to 
remain neutral as long ua possible, it aays :

Si-.tTfj.^, Aug, f). — Tbo war botwoon .Ja- 
pan and China la creating u dcniand for tho 
flour niilled on tho Coaat, and tho Novelty 
Mill Comj.iany, of this city, would have 
shared a largo order with other niilla 
throughout this State und Oregon had not 
the many largo orders cow on hand, whicti 
are keeping tho njill going night and day, 
forced it lo doolino tiie -order. It will prob- 
ably got a share of a still larger order soon 
An order for -190,000 barrels was placed 
with tho Portland Milling Company, and 
sub orders have boon given to tho Spokane 
and Tscoma milla. An order for 500,000 
barrels ia expeeted to be .p'aoed by the 
same government providing the first one is 
satisfactory. 

Tho Shanghai correspondent of the Cen-

The 
Japanese nowapapora are forbidden to refer 
to the war propurationa or to publish ony 
army newa except such as is prepared by 
tho g()V(3rnnient. The .Japanese oim to at- 
tack llio Chinese before tho arrival of the 
Manchuriun corps. The Chineao fleets make 
no efl'ort to leave the coast. Fust Jopaneee 
(.-ruisera arc constantly watching.

CONGHiATDLATING THEMSELVES. 

The Newfoundland Government Formally Take 
Credit for the Way They Have rtxed 
Up the Business. 

St. Jokks, Nfid., Aug, 9 —The legislature 
oloaed to-day after the briefest tesalon on 
record, having been open only a week. All 
the finanolikl measures, rovonuo, aupply, 
road loan, and bills which mot with tho re- 
fusal of tho Whitoway government were 
passed. Tho closing oorcmonies woie unusu- 
ally impreaaive. In tbo ppotch from tho 
throne, it waa declared that nothing in tho 
whole history of tho colony's oxiatenco wus 
moro creditable than tho promptness with 
which tho current legislative buainess had 
boon tronsaotod. Tho prosperous crops and 
liaherioa were spoken of, und tho likely 
rapid progroso in tho conotrnctiou of rail- 
wuya waa commended. Regarding now 
legislat ion, thu oonaolidution of ull tho aya- 
toniB of ruilways under ono munugomont was 
also commended ; and tho colonization of 
government lands adjacent to railways wus 
auggeslcd. The promotion of fish culture 
and the survey of the Labrador coast wore 
advocated.

Specilications— A Word Book 
For Immigrants. 



(From Our Own Correscondont.) 
Ottawa, Aug, 9.— C. Heyer, Danish vioe- 
consnl ut Ottawa, has just published a 
handy intorpretor for the use of German, 

Swedish, Danish and Norwegian imtnigrunta. 
It is a little brochure of '2\ pages, giving a 
large number of commonoat Engliah words 
with their cijnivalenta in the languages 
mentioned. Tho government purposes dis- 
tributing these books to immigrants from 
theso countriea as they will be a great aid 
in lournlng English. 

The unnouncument in tho London World 
of General Herbert's prospto'Jve promo- 
tion to a Colonelcy in tho Grenudier Guards 
hua started a t;ood inuny reports in reference 
to tho General's intentiona. General Her- 
bert oaid to-day that all tho information ho 
had received ubout tlio matter wus through 
tbo newapapora. He had no opinion to ex- 
press as to the possibility of his return to 
England in tho near future, as no official 
communication had been rcc jived by him. 

J. G. Colmor, secretary of tho High 
Commissioner, is expected next week. 

Specifications for tho proposed Pacific 
oible have been prepared. Contractors are 
to base their oaloulationa on maintenance 
and operation, Tho first plan requires an 
estimate of the cost of laying a cable to be 
owned and controlled by the governments 
interested, to bo worked under government 
authority, and to bo kept in repair for three 
years by the contractor, Tho second is for 
a cable to be owned, maintained and worked 
by a snbsidized company, tenders to atabe 
how mnob anbaidy would be rieqoired and 
for bow many years. The tenders nnder 
thia form are also to be based 
upon a maximum cable rate of three ahil- 
lings per word for ordinary tclegrama, 
two shillinga for government telcgrauis, and 
one ahilllng and sixpence for press tclegrama 
to and from Great Britain and the Aus- 
tralian colonlea, and on messages between 
Canada and Australia. The third form of 
tender is to be for a cable to bo owned, 
maintained and worked by a company under 
government guarantees, the contractors to 
furnish the capital, lay the cable, 
operate and maintain it, stiting what; 
guarantee of gross revenue would be 
recjuired, the diirerenco between groas 
earnings and the amount guaranteed to 
bo made good each year to the company by 
tho governments interested, und the com- 
pany to charge tho rates specified in tho 
second form of tenders. Among other con- 
ditions, it is stipulated that the cible must 
bo able to transmit at a rate ci not less than 
twelve words a minute. Each cfl'-r must 
describe the character of cable, its ap- 
proaches and the coat of building, with pro- 
viaiona for repairs also in the caso of tenders 
based on tho first forms. Contractors are 
to state the number of steamships required, 
which, together with the stores, are to re- 
main tho contractor's property for three 
years, when thoy will be taken by the gov- 
ernments at a valuation.

WARNER'S LOST MILLIONS. 

The Famous Uediclne Uan Gambled Away Ills 
last Dollar at Uonte Carlo. 

Bi KKAi.o, N.Y Aug. 9.— H. H. Warner, 

of Horhestcr, who mado several millionaout 
of a piitent modioino, baa returned homo 
from I'^uropo ponnilcaa. Ho left tlio lastof bis 
fortune in Monte Carlo. Mr. Warner wont 
to Europe about two months ago. He was 
supposed at that t ime to be almost bank 
rupt. He had mado an assignment for the 
benefit of his oreditoru and his beautiful 
house and observatory had been sold to help 
to meet his indebtedness. He bogau to lose 
money with the earliest indications of tho 
business d«pression. His fortune soon slid- 
ing away from him, hia creditors got out 
judgments and executions, and being unable 
to reali/.a on some of hia investments he was 
powerless to avert tho cataatropho. When 
this was nearly over ho took a ICuropoan 
trip at tho advice of his friends. It waa 
alao his intoniion to try and fioat abroad 
the stock of a company organi/.od for tho 
manufacture of beot sugar. In tho sohomo 
bo associated with him William Cannard, 
who in tho early days of hia prosperity had 
drawn a salary of ^5,000 a year aa one of 
the advertising writers, By arrangement 
Mr. Warner met Mr. Cannard and Mrs. 
Cannard in Paris. They planned a pleasure 
trip to Monte Carlo. Mr. Warner could 
not resist tho tomptationa there and aoon 
lost the ready money ho had with him. Ho 
secured a loan from Mr. Cannard and lost 
that playing a ayatom. Thia left tho party 
aomewhat unpaired for funds, but Mrs. 
Cannard stepped into the breach. She 
is a beautiful young woman who was In 
Mr. Warner's employ before her marriage, 
and she had a lot of fine diamonds, some 
of which were tho gifts of Mr. Warner 
since her marriage, for ho waa generous 
to bis employes. Sbo wont to one 
of the numerous pawnshops, pawned 
the diamonds for ten thousand francs, 



which she turned over to Mr. Warner to 
continue his " system," Luok oame bis 
way, and wben he left be bad sixty thousand 
franos, although at one time bis capital had 
been reduced to sixteen hundred francs. 
Ha gave an elaborate dinner that night to a 
few friends and Mr. and Mrs. Cannard on- 
treated him to go with them to Paris before 
he loat the money. He refused, aaying that 
hia success had proved his system, and next 
day found him in hia seat. Ho played three 
days and lost every franc. He raised enough 
money to get to Paris, and there mot an old 
friend, a Rochcator buainess man, who gave 
him enough monoy to pay his passage homo. 
He loft Mr. and Mrs. Cannard in Paris. 
Mr, Warner has told tho atory of his play to 
his friends. He is confident that there are 
good things in store for him tn the future 
and that) he will be riob again. . 

WOULDN'T SHAE£ WXTk OABEZAS. 

United States Onptftlna 8ay. Ee'Doea.Not Tell 
Truth and la Involving Their 
Gorernment. 

New York, Aug. 9. — The Associated 
Press correspondent writes that tho Nioa- 
raguans are in Bluefields, but that America 
ia more involved than ever and that Capta. 
O'Neil and Sumner hove telegraphed to the 
Secretary of State at Washington for in- 
structions. Gen. Cabezaa arrived oil' Blue- 
fields, July 111, coming down the river from 
Rama with (iOO troopa in launches belonging 
to the Mobile Fruit and Trading Company 
and flying the American flag. Tho launches 
had been seized before Capt. O'Neil viaited 
Cabezta and compelled a aurrender, with a 
written promiao that thoy would not be 
touched again. Nevertheless thoy wore 
seized during the night and the crew com- 
psUed to man the boats at the point of the 
bayonet. Cabezas claimed that they were 
Nicaragnan property, and that the orewa 
went willingly and were paid for their 
services. Capt. O'Neil refased to believe 
the story, espooially as the crews made 
affidavit to tho contrary. He refused to 
shake hands with Cabezas, and forced the 
launches to get away aftur they had landed 
the troops at Bluefields so that they could 
not be used af{ain. CapW Stnart, of the 
British cruiser Mohavrh, sent his men aabore 
to aid American soldiers in guarding foreign 
interests. The Nicaragnan plan wan to take 
the town withont bloodshed by sending a 
large force, 500 men coming from Greytown 
as well. This was easy, as Clarence did not 
intend to offer resistance, and besides, had 
no force or allies to give battle if he had so 
dealred. Oa August 1 Cabezaa sent a note 
to Clarence demanding an immediate trana- 
fer of all property, Clarence was not found 
for acme houra, and whoa ho received the 
note ho asked for twenty-four houra in order 
to lay the matter before tho provisional 
council. The delay was granted, and up to 
the time the ship left the answer had not 
yet been given.

London, Aug. 9. — President Gardner, of 
the board of agricultnro, in the house to-day 
promised to table the report of the commia- 
aioners appointed t-o inquire into the landing 
of Canadian oattle.

— A number of paa- 
aengers arriving on the Britannia from New 
York were fined to-day for smuggling tobac- 
co Into the country. 

C«ant De Paris III. 

London, Aug. 9 — The Paris correspond- 
ent of the Daily Chronicle says that the 
Count of Paris Buffers from a recurrent 
malady and ia critically ill. Tho Counteaa 
of Paris has shortened her annual atay at 
Marienbad and returned to England. All 
of the Orleana princes in France have visited 
the Count within the last two weeks. The 
Duke of Orleans has postponed his intended 
visit to France.

A KOKB&N CEAPIER. 

How the Scene of the Present Dlitntbances 
Came to 1)4 OpBnefl.TJp lo )V*bd- 

; ' . ,' era 

(Pnia the.Now York Herald.) 

In order to.triioe the history of America's 
relktiona with Korea and the geoeral open- 
ioenp of the bodntr^ to, the iofluenoe of 
Weatem oWUfsationJt ia neoeaaary to go 
baok to theyear 1866. At that time Korea 
vaa the "Sennit, Kingdom" in niore,'(han 
name. The preaent Kins had aaoended the 
throne a oonple of yeara before, bnt beinK a 
mere boy the govornmeut waa wholiy in the 
h&Dda of hia regent father, who waa a bitter 
hater bnth of foreignera and of ohaoge. 
Some French aiiestauartes who had braved 
the law of llio country and boldly advanced 
into the nntivo citiea w(re horribly maa- 
sacred in 18GG, and a French expedition aent 
to chastiao Clio Kureaus ascended the Seoul 
river and uMuokcd BBVurikl forte, but lost 
heavily and the exptdition anilud away 
withouD having aoooinpUshed Iho end aimed 
a', and having left the Korean soldiers with 
the impreeeidii that the foreigner could not 
light and that the Koresn waa invincible. 

In the stkniu year un American schooner, 
the Goneral Sherman, chartered by a British 
trader, sailed for China on an experimental 
voyoge of trade and discovery. The vessel 
entered the Ta-tong river, and never re- 
turned. It was burned by nativoa, and 
those on board were slaughtered to the last 
man. On the news of this masBicre being 
received Commander — now Rear- Admiral — 
R. W. Shufoldt visited the ponintula with 
the warehip Wachusott on a mitsion of in. 
cjuiry. No eatisfaction was obtained, and a 
similar mitsion under Commander I'tibiger, 
of the Shenandoah, dispatched a few months 
later, proved equally barren. Fmmlly, in 
1871, the Asiatic tquadron, conaisting of the 
tiigahip Colorado, the corvettes Aluska and 
Benioia, with the gunboats Monooaoy— now 
at Cbemnlpo — and Paloa, was-i disp«tahed 
uader Reer-Admlral Rodgera to Korean 
waterp. 

It was intended to securo a treaty for the 
proteciioD of Atnerioana shipwrecked on the 
coaat of Korea, to inquire into the General 
Sherman affair, and to obtain if possible a 
treaty of oommeroo. Peaceful negotiations, 
however, proved to be impossible. The 
natives girriauned the forts along the river 
and prepared to make things hot for the 
foreignera should they attempt to ascend 
the river toward the capital. 

A survey expedition under Captain Hor- 
ner M. Lake, consisting of the Monooaoy 
and Paloa, with four ateam launchea, waa 
aent.up the river. When they were close 
to Kang-wa ialand the Korean hatteriea, 
containing aome eight gnna, opened fire 
upon them. The redonnt waa inatantly 
wrapped in a aheet of flamea, diaoharglng 
in a few aeoonda about 300 ahoti One 
Bcobuot siya that theae raapcd the water 
like a hailaiorm. The veteraoa of the oivll 
war had never known anoh rapid firing, 
Ytt only one American waa wonnded. 

Fortunately the order to iiro had been 
given a few aeoonda late; the American ves- 
aela were already out of the line of Sre, and 
aa the gnna of the natives were fastened on 
loga they could not be manipulated and 
were of no further use. The answering fire 
from the gunboats and launches soon 
cleared the fort of its defenders, and a week 
later a punitive expedition was landed in 
order to teach the Koreans a oecefleary les- 
son. The force, composed of €50 men, wag 
led by Commander L. A, Ivimberley, the 
adjutant-general being Lieutenant - Com- 
mander W. Scott Schley, who waa after- 
ward to win fame as the reeouer of Lieuten- 
ant Greeley. 

The first battery, which was attacked un- 
expectedly in the rear, was taken without 
difficulty ; the works were completely do- 
moliabed and the cannon rolled into the riv- 
er. On the following day tho next fort — 
" Fort Monocaoy," as it was christened — 
waa cleared by shells from the Monocacy's 
guns and waa then diamantlod by the landed 
troops. An advance was next made upon 
the citadel or principal fort, which was 
nerched on the creak of a rooky hill. The 
Koreans fought stubbo-nlyto the last with, 
out aemng for quarter and were all of them 
slain. After that tho remaining subsidiary 
forts were soon captured and fifty iUgs and 
4S1 pieces of artillery fell into the hands of 
the corqaeierg. The citadel was named 
Fort McKee In honor of the. gallant young 
officer who waa first over tho parapet, 

The defeat of 1871 probably rendered the 
Koreans more ready to treat peaceably with 
foreignera than they wore before. In any 
case the hour for opening up tho country 
was at hand. The proceea began in 187U, 
when a treaty waa made with Japan. A 
party of Japanese aailora, while landing for 
water on Kangwa ialand, were miataken for 
Americana or Frenchmen and were fired bp- 
on from a neighboring fort. Japan saw her 
opportunity, and her fleet demanded as an 
indemnity that certain privileges in trade 
ehonld be granted her. This was the first 
atep toward the openi^ of the country to 
foreign interconrae. The Korean-JiipancBo 
treaty of 1876 — the firafe entered into by tho 
Koreans — waa ooniluded on tho buaia of free 
trade, only a amali amonntof tonnage ducson 
ehipp'ni! > eing 4>ayable. In a subsequent 
>r. ' • 1,1, oi 1€77 Japan was granted the 
privilege ut upeuini; throe coaling stations 
on 'lio uo-iat ; in 1K79 tho harbor of Gensan, 
and la'ier Cheniulp , were thrown open to 
Japuntsa cimnien.--, all other nations boing 
excluded from tho benefits granted to 
Japan. In the meantime China, which has 
always regarded Korea as a dependency of 
her empire, began to grow jealTua of tho in- 
creasing icflucnce nf lapan, and to ch anter- 
act this hold of her inveterate onemy, en- 
oouriigod, if not nctuallv Instigited, foreign 
powers to follow in the footsteps of Japan in 
cnnoluiiing ireatica with this " Hermit 
Kingdom," and it was with her lielp that 
Admiral Shiifeldt led tho way and eucceas- 
fully curried through a treaty between tho 
United .St-UcB and Korea in ISSl!. Later on 
commerci .1 troivtioa were alsou negotiated 
by Gn ur. iiritain, (lermany, Franuo, Russia 
and Italy.

THE OVERTDKES OP MAES. 

A San Franclaco Frofeaaor Incenied at the 
' Ottawa Prophet'B Opinion of Them. 

(Prom the San Francisco Chronicle.) 
A correspondent at Ottawa has taken the 
trouble to telegraph over tho country that 
E. Stone ^\■igBinB, tho weather prophet, 
" concurs " with tho opinion that people of 
Mars wore trying to signal us, tho bright 
projections econ by M. Javelle at tho Nioo 
observatory on July 28 being offered in evi- 
dence. When asked about it yesterday 
Professor George Davidaon of the Geodetic 
Survey interrupted by stamping upon the 
floor. 

" I know it ! " ho exclaimed ; " I knew 
! When I saw that telegram in the 
morning paper I aaid that there would be a 
goneril storm of curiosity raised aa to what 
I thought of the corroborating testimony of 
Professor Wiggins. It is all rot, I tell you, 
this talk of Mara signalling ua. If they had 
a light a hundred miles square wo couldn't 
see it. In the firdt place, there ia not an 
iota of proof that Mars is inhabited, and I 
don't believe wo shall ever have any. No 
real scientist has over fathered such a ridicu- 
lous proposition as this signaling bueineas. 
Some one started the story at tho last oppo- 
aition of Mara about seeing some triangular 
ligbta on the anowoapa. Now, the idea of 
aoy intelligent people trying to put a light 
on snow for other people to see fifty millions 
of miles away ! I would have thought they 
would have put them in tho dark places 
wouldn't you? The trouble is that some 
people have a special aptitude for seeing 
things. They want to see them — under- 
stand T Now, I atood at a big teleaoope in 
the Oarohridge observatory with a man 
whose name ia well known, and while he 
spoke eathuaiastioally of the bright green 
tint of the planet we were studying I oonld 
not see it at alL It wasn't there. Nobody 
but Soiaparelli has seen his oanals in Mars. 
Frofeuor Pickering was making drawings of 
wonderful markings on Mara at hia obaer- 
vatory in Peru that did not appear in the 
drawinga made three minutea after at Mount 
Hamilton. 

" On the other hand much ia often made 
of facts that were known ogoa ago to the 
scientist. Forinatanoe, some fellow a short 
time ago professed to have discovered a 
bright light on tho n>oon. It wus reported 
in the press with a groat hullabaloo. Tho 
fact ia that thero has been no time within 
the last few ages that tho light hasn't been 
obaervablo. It inay be a mountain ao eitu- 
atod as to bo especially well illuminated by 
our rtfioctcd light, or it may be a oryatal- 
iizition of some kind. At any rate it has 
been there a long time, and it ia not iikel} 
that it is a deserted gold mine oranoleotion 
bonfire." 

This is what Profeasor Wiggins -has to 

say : 

" We have had great inventions and dis- 
coveries in the nineteenth century, but they 
are aa nothing compared with what will be 
dieco>rered in the twentieth century. There 
ia the best scientific evidence to prove that 
man is a native of Mars, where he lived mil- 
lions of years before he waa transplanted to 
the earth, leaving the greater part of the 
human family oc their native planet, 
who regard us as their loct brethren. 
The force that carried us to the earth 
may be easily seen by tho astronomer. The 
Marslans have been searching for us for 
thousands •ol years, but have been more 
peraiatent eince they saw the electric lights 
in onr oiUoS, and wo will bo able to converse 
with them' by signals before another cen- 
tury passes away. It is much easier for the 
Maraians to see our signals thanffor us to see 
t leirs, for the earth, revolving inside the 
orbit of that planet, appeara to them to wax 
and wane like the moon, so that they could 
easily sea ligbta on our dark hemisphere in 
the aame way that we could aee bright apota 
on the dark aurfase of Venna or the moon. 
Mara always has hia light aide toward ua. 

" The lieiiaf of the anoienta ia true that 
we onoe changed oar bodies without death ; 
and when in onr native sphere we navigated 
the Marsian atmosphere with wings, but 
when tranfserred to our heavy planet, 
where the aolar attraction is ao great, we 
became subject to death and disease in the 
carbonic atmosphere. Man waa ao many 
millions of years developing on that planet 
our intellootutti powers aro a thousand times 
greater than wo ourselves susppct. The 
mental l OEception of tho earth's first inhab- 
itants that I'aradiao was on the lalea of the 
Bleat indicates that it was tho eiiiall Mara- 
ian continents formed all over the planet, 
and that to avoid tcmpeat and disoaae man 
will come upon the earth and build ialanda 
in our seas on the same plan,"

Sachambnto, Aug. 9. — Tho California 
Fruit Transportation Company hiis again 
resumed the exportation of California green 
fruit to Great Britain.

Company says : 

" Tho shipment of to-day should bo suf- 
ficiont induooinont to shippers to take ad- 
vantage nf the chuDco of getting their fruit 
into the English markets. Riuent advioea 
would indicate that the outlook Is promis- 
ing for regular ahipments, whioh will be dls- 
trlbuted all over the Uniud Kingdom.

A COMPRBHESSIVE SPEECH. 

la openinn the JTorthwoal Legislature ro- 
cantly, Hoq, C. H. Mackintosh, the Lieut.- 
Qovernor, delivered a speech which is 
ipoken of an being "a speectt that is a 
ipeeoh "—not ia any way ooofined to the 
mere formal annonnoemeDta wh!ch nsually 
oharacterizo such deliverances. It aeoruB, 
in a word, that His Honor reviewed the 
uvente of tlie year as they relatod to the 
North. vest, faroiabiDg. among other mat- 
it're, a crop estimate and report wbioh is, 
on the whole, ot the most enoonraging 
draoription. Hs spoke of the oocorrcnoe of 
nutneroUB prairie fires, two of which, on 
the evidence of mounted policemen, had 
been caused, not hy the accidents 
and careleiaDcw to wkioh auoh things are 
uanally atttibnted bat to the act of God 
through lightniDS. Nevertheleu, we muet 
cnnolude that, except fn tbeae instanoea, 
careless hunters, Indian canipa and the 
fiilwaj B lire rcapoDBiljIe for the greater num- 
ber of them, and therefore the flattering 
naotlon oranot be taken that there ia little 
need for the olwervanoa of the ntmoat pre- 
oaatioDi. A remarkable annoonoement in 
thia apeeoh, which is full of facta and fairly 
bristles with 6f;urea, is that the section over 
which the Lieutenant Governor exercises his 
functiooa has moro than its ordinary pro- 
portion to population of insane people — un- 
leaa elsewbero they are l;epb bidden. 
In 1893 a oontract was made with 
the Manitoba govercment for the oare of the 
unfortunates of thia cUbb who belong to tho 
Northwest. Xhero were at that tiuio (8, 
but 00 August J, 1S9+I it was diacovereJ 
that there were no lesa than 7t3, while of 
deaf and dumb there were 25 of school age 
No doabt some of the membara of the 
Legislature will be inclined to think that 
ilr. Mackiotoah has rather gone out of hia 
wny to take up subjects of this kind, bat be- 
ing a public man as well as an e.vperiencod 
j jurrialist, ho lias been desirous of giviug to 
tho L'.'giHlaturo all tho information at his 
coniumrid in regard to mattera in which 
they as ruproaeatative men are specially 
conoerned. Tho Winnipeg Tribuno is 
inollned to aenaure Hii Honor 
for the extreme lenj^th nf hia speech, which, 
it Sikys, when printed, " till.H two solid col- 
umns of nonpareil typo, and roads moro Uko 
a combination of board of trade annual re- 
port, a crop bulletin and a segment of the 
Dominion ceoaoa." Tho Tribone further 
aaya : 

Hia HoDor'a adviaera are to be blamed for 
not nafog a patent oondenser. I'ew more 
readable, more fin. de-aiede, more faaoinatint; 
doouments have been placed before the pub- 
lic for yean. Yet, anfortanately, the sub- 
jeota with which it deal) are ao exoeaalyely 
uumeroaa, and the ideaa expreaaed on each 
subject are ao numeroualy ezceaaive, that 
tho thing becomea a kind of geomotrloii 
progroasion. Tho result of this prolongation 
and multiplication of subjects and idoaa will 
bo that fow — too few, aliia ! — will roiul this 
mighty intcreating dclivenincu. As we say, 
tills is to bo rogrottod, bcciuiuo wo uro pro- 
foundl)- cniu-inood that wore thia apuoch 
from the territorial vioo-rogal throne, to bo 
jjenorally road, it would greatly aaaist in 
knitting together moro olosoly tho bonda 
that unite tbii great Empire. 

The Nor'-Wester la of opinion that it 
would bo o formiilablo task to attoiiipt a 
review of tho Bpeeub; that is itsulf 
B review, and a moat oomprohensive one, 
of all mattora and thinga, eventa and loci- 



denta, having relation to tho Northwest, 
wfaioli hare tranapired daring tho past year 
or have been brought into any aorb of pro* 
minenoo, Tho epeeob ia an innovation, of 
course; whether ib ia also an improvemeab is 
another question the members of the Ab- 
sombly will doubtless take some time to 
conaider before making up their minda. 



WARNING TO TAArJiTANY. 

Bcferenoo was made in those ooluums, tho 
obher day, to the appeals whioh were belog 
made to the Democrats of New York lo sink 
all p&et dififerenocB and unite to eleot a 
Demooratio Mayor and tlius make New York 
a securely Demooratio state. Tho movo- 
inont appears to bo going on aatiafaotorily, 
except that Tammany stands in the way. 
The leaders of that organizitioa, who at 
first objeoted to hiive a oandldate ohoeen 
outaido bhoir Society, beoau3e it would im- 
ply an admiBsion of guilt on their park of all 
tho aoandals by whioh tho nmnioipal nian- 
agL'irieat of that city has boon charactorizud, 
seem now Inclined to stand aside and allow 
some man nniroraally respeoted, esteeoned 
i\aA trusted to enter the field agatoat tho 
Kepublioan oundidate. But they are dia- 
truatod despite tholr conciliatory profca- 
siona, Tlio " Tammany Tiger " has always 
boon u dangerous uniinal oven to its uatural 
political allica, the City and County Dcino- 
orata, who have long been aware that upon 
more than one ocoaaion their oandidates 
liavo boon counted out by tho deals mado on 
tho part of that wing of tho parly. 

Tho Times thufi puta the situation : " If 
there is not a union of Domoorata on sonio 
man of aflairs outsido of politlos, than either 
a regular Xammany organization or Mr. 
Platt'a candidate, entfaualaatioally aupported 
by tho ' Barneya,' the ' Mikes,' the ' Jakoa,' 
and otiior old friouda of aomo of our friends 
will bo elected Mayor of Now York." 
And wo take it that tho old line Domocrute, 
according to tho announcemonta of the 
limes and other of their mouthpieoea, 
would infinitely prefer to aee Platt'a oandl- 
date auccessful than to hive the entire city 
at tho mercy of the " boasea," who have in 
the past plundered the city and brought u 
terrible atain upon the party, which among 
those who are not intimately acquainted 
with New York politlos is ever oaaooiated 
with Tammany. 



OUR108ITIBS OF ASSESSMENT. 

The Argonaut has a foroible article on the 
subject of the aaaesamenb rolla for New 

York city for tho yenr 1894. Theao ahow 
the per capita wealth of ita inhabitanta to be 
51 252, as agalnat Sl,0S7 in San Franolaco. 
Thia contrast ia oommentcd on as curious, 
the abjootly poor claaa, whioh abounda in 
New York, being aotAally unknown in bhe 
oity ab the Golden Gate. The inference ar- 
rived at is that tho average holdlnga of the 
Now Vork rich aro so much larger than those 
of the corresponding olaas in San Franciaco 
as to ntiae the general average. It is inti- 
mated tbab the aasesament rolls in New 
York city are mostly gueaa work and ap. 
proximhte estimates only, the rioh people 
finding it profitable to let the aeaeaaoraasaoas 
them aa best they may, making no returns 
themselves. For instance, Corncliua Van- 
dethilt is assessed on $400,000 only of per- 
sonal estate ; Raaaell Sage on $i3UO,000 ; the 
eatate of William Aabor on $2,568,000, and 
that of Samuel Jl Tilden on $500,000. 
These amounts are Imagined to be about 
one-tenth of what the respective personal 
oatates would ropreacnt if they could be 
reached. " The richeat woman iu America," 
Hetty Green, pays tazea on SIO.OOO, and 
George Gould on $400,000, the latter with 
hia brother and sisters having at one time 
been altogether stricken from the list becauae 
they had moved out of town— it ia aaid to 
a%'oid taxation. Ib muat not be forgotten, 
however, that many holdiogs of stocks, 
bonda and sliares, are asaesaed at the oiEcea 
of the companies wbioh issae them— a oironm- 
atance whioh inoreasea the diffioulty of 
arriving at anything like a correct estimate. 

The impossibility of making a man dia- 
close the ainount of money or movable, in- 
visible property of which he ia posseaaod is, 
it may be observed, everywhere recognized. 
Even the moat oonsoientioua of people aro 
nob unfreqnently willing, if they do not 
actually set to work, to get the better of the 
tax collector, and, it ia commonly said, aro 
among tho hardest cuatomcra with whom the 
aaseasora huvo to deal, h'.ighty per cent, of 
the taxable property of New Vork is put 
down as honaes and lots, and although at 
first eight one wonld suppoie an approximato 
idea of vuhios was compikratively easy to be 
reached, no ouo who Iiuh watched tho pro- 
ceedings of the aaaeasora' court, even in 
Viotorta, would fail to appreciiUu iiow 
hard ib ia to get at tho real facta. 
The queablon of exempliona ia one that 
has been diacusaed almost everywhere with- 
out any aatiafaclory aolutlon. Our San 
Franoieoo contemporary nrnkoB tho following 
remark, the idea not being altoguthcr u 
navel one: "A moat likely change in the 
fubure will be ia the direction ot heavier 
taxation on oalllnga which miniater to the 
appetite without serving the real wanta of 
taxpayers. A much larger revenue mignt 
bo raised from trmnlcipal taxes on liquor, 
tobacco, baby oarrlagoa, city car linoa, etc., 
than is now oollocted, and it ought to bo 
poBsibte to make the vices of the period aon- 
tribute to the municipal exchequer inatead 
of bnildiag up a fund for police corruption." 
To tho special taxation of almoat every one 
of theao objccta it ia certain that excoptioa 
would bo taken either on eoonomlc or moral 
grounds. 



aummer reaorta aro worth watching and 
prepared his plana accordingly. In the first 
place he invented a plausible circular whioh 
waa got up in the moat attractive style and 
this he caused to ba oiroulated principally 
among the ladies whose names are recorded 
in that well known " Elite Directory " 
which ia sacred to those who figure in 
society. Ho boldly suggoatod that I ho 
deserted hut bjinda were not always attend- 
ing to what waa regarded as their ordinary 
avooations, and that on general principles 
they were worth watching. Ho explainod 
that his arrangomonta were such that he 
could keep wayward husbands witiiin tho 
purview of aliscnt wives " at a very moder- 
ate coat," and, he added, " if you do not re- 
quire our serviosa, now aave our address, for 
you may need us sooner than you oan now 
imagine." It ia supposed that at tho very 
outset some of tho circulars got into the 
hands of ladiea whopo huabauda were "above 
suspicion," and at once it was decreed by 
society that this man waa " a nasty follow," 
a fraud and an adventurer. The enterpris- 
ing lawyer was not long in finding his level, 
for by common consent the bench, the 
police, huabanda and wivca — tha entire com- 
munity In fact — act upon him, and before he 
had fairly started ho found hia occupation 
gone and himsolf relegated to the outaido 
oirole of the liar of the City of New York. 

It was scarcely to be wondered at that, aa 
has been announced from O'-ta-A'a, the Djin- 
inion {Joverninont should have decided to 
abandon Hawaii as a port for the landing of 
the Pacific oablo. The action of tho Hawai- 
ian authorities in endeavoring to forestall 
Great Britain In the ocoopation of Neokor 
Island, after the indiscreet admissions of 
Hon. Mr. Reid, demonstrated that tho Ha- 
waiian authorities were determined, if possi- 
ble, to control tho situation, and tho con- 
stant lookinga to Washington on the part of 
President Dole -have suffioiently shown 
where the sympathies of the Hawaiian auth- 
orities lie. It/ waa, thoroforo, not to be 
wondered at that prompt action should have 
been taken with a view to tho construolion of 
the cable and at tho same titno to land It on 
British territory — it is to ba supposed on 
Fennlog laland. 

KoRHA is at present in specially hard 
oaao In tho visitation v,'hioh ib now has of 
two of those scourges from which good 
people ttie acouatomod to pray for special 
deliverance. It would appear from late ad- 
vices that the efforts whioh have been made 
to bring about peace between China and 
Japan have failed, a settlement beiog now 
regarded as altogether improbable. Mean- 
time it is to be noted that already steps are 
being taken for tho relief of the distrossod 
natives, ond, it is to be hoped, that not only 
will means be found to forward the much 
needed snppliea — some of whioh have already 
been colleoted — bub that their safe delivery 
to the objacta of relief may be arranged for,

cordance with provisions in tho act creating 
Riverside county. The complaint sets forth 
that a commission composed of throe San 
Bernardino and two Riverside commission- 
ore, by one vnajority, illegally and fraudu- 
lently manipulated valuations und bulances, 
charging Riverside county up with pro rata 
salaries of oflicora from tho time the ^ct was 
passed up to and including tho yenr of 1S95, 
thus reducing the balance duo Riverside 
county to §15,000. The article is volumin- 
ous and sets forth many grievances in detail.. 

Vldowed to Be ITedded. 
St. LouiSt Ang. . 9.— The dead body of 
Frederiok Eahn, a oomparatively well-to-do 
farmer of East Carrondolet, Ills., opposite 
this city, was found near a straw stack at 
his houso yesterday. His skull was crushed 
and part of his face torn away by bullets,. 
By the body lay a revolver and shotgun. 
Bloodstains on tho latter showed that it had 
been used as a club. Suspicion was direoC> 
cd toward the murdered man's wife and her 
paramour, George Centre, and they were 
arrested. Centre now admits killing him 
in order that he might marry his widow.

Tubes are pasaed into these opeuiugs and 
tho food ia poured through a funnel into the 
tubes to the atomaoh. Both children acci- 
dentally ate some corrosive lime which they 
found at their homes on the fl ior. The lime 
caused a contraction of the enop'r.HijUB, bo 
that it ii impoeaiblo for them to swallow 
anything, Bryan Meyers waa taken to tho 
hospital last September, and John West was 
brought from Virginia six weeks ago. They 
will probably recover. 

.Share Market. 
N£W York, Aug. 9.— The railway and 
miaoellaneouB share m%rk'et was strong 
and higher during the morning session on a 
belief that the tariff conferees would reach a 
settlement shortly and report a bill to the 
respective homes. In addition, sterling 
exchange took a downward turn and posted 
rates were reduced to 4 87i and 4 89. This 
was considered to mean that gold exports 
would stop for the season, and contributed 
not a littlo to the strength of th.; share 
market. Tho grain markets had still less 
influence on stocke; bull traders in stocks 
wore confident that the damage alleged to 
have been surtained to corn will not be 
borne out by tho government report due to- 
morrow.

A WOMAh'oP NEEVB, 

JSotbered With Two Husbands She Ualn- 
taineU Her Work of Active 
Philanthropy. 

Detroit, Aug, 9 — No woman iu this 
city has more local fame than Mrs, B. F. 
Reed, president of the Women's Christian 
Temperanoe Union, the founder of the Door 
of Hope for fallen women, and the organizer 
of the largest and most useful obaritable re- 
lief society of last winter. She was known 
for her good works. She even visited the 
police courts to draw fallen women away 
from their shameful lives. Vet she is now 
under arrest for threatening another woman 
with a revolver, and it has come to light! 
that for soveral years she lived in this oity 
with two men, to both of whom she had 
been married. B. F, Reed was her first 
husband, and she was married to him when 
she was 15 years old. He disappeared, and 
she went to Rushford, Alleghany oounty, 
N.Y., where she married N. W. Nichols. 
Nichols resides In Detroit now, and tells 
the story. 

It. was in 1861 that he marrikd Mrs. Reed 
and they oame to Michigan. She had shown 
letters telling of Reed's death, but Nichols^ 
stys that Mrs. Reed forged them. Hb 
found that his young wife bad an awfnl 
temper, but he lived with her until 1885- 
without ony auBpioion that Reed was alive. 
In that year, however. Reed appeared and 
ho lived in the sair.e houso with Nichols and 
tho woman several yours Fioally Reed 
kicked Nichols out, and liaa reigned supreme 
over since. Mre. Kcod to-day aoknoivlodged 
having lived with both men, beciiiay eho did 
not know what olao tn dn, but el'.e claims 
that whon sho married Nichols ui;a really 
bolioved that Hood was dead. Tlia Nindo 
M. K. oluiroh has expelled Mra. Reed bo- 
oauao of tho 8c:ind[»l. Mra. Reed bas ohil- 
dron in this city l>y lioih Nichols and Beed,. 
and they are much roapootod.

drawings. The letters being lioiivy am! 
the flower sprajra dainty, the proportimi 
is kept by drawing tho letters in tlu^ 
broadest and simplest Avay, while a good 
deal of detail should bo expressed in tho 
flowers. 

In combiniug colors for tho.so dpsi^'iis 
Iccep the letters less prominent in tow; 
than tho flowers. They are adaptable 
to almost any material, but if applied 
to linen cannot bo as elaborately worked 
a.s 1)11 a Iicavicr fabric. 

Tlie i'olluwiiiK are directions fur curd- 
ing, which is a beautiful method of out- 
lining work: Where stems and leaf 
veins occur, ontlino finely in one thread 
of filo fioss. Then niount tho f^rinind 
material firmly. Work tlie di^corations 
in Idiif,' aud short stitcli, .slantinff to tlie 
center of tlui blo.ssom.s — to the veins in 
leaves. Tlu! color combination is to be 
according' to nature in flowers uatural- 
istically drawn. This work finished, 
ontline tho letter edges with a cord 
( "linen laycord"()n linen, a silk on oth- 
er materials), couching it down firmly 
with sewing silk, stitches an eighth of 
an inch apart, always at right angles 
with direotion tho cord is being carried. 
The cord must terminate where the lit- 
tle scrolls end. Finish these points by 
splitting the cord, threading the strands 
in a coarse needle and drawing them 
through to tho wrong side, where they 
may be fastened. Never break tho ma- 
terial in oriler to talco the whole cord 
through at one time. Now, M-ith a dou- 
ble thread, bring tlie needle uj) at tho 
base of one of the couching stitches, 
hold the needle up from tho work until 
the thread is taut; then twist until tlw 
strand will end where relaxed; then 
send tho ueedlo down on the top of tho 
next couching stitch. In this way cross 
the cord from its start to its end; then 
return in the opposite way, crossing the 
first series of stitches. 

Many original ways of slanting these 
stitches suggest themselves to a worker. 
Two or three row.s of cord may be laid

or, the ground being heavy, tho entiro 
widtli of tlio letter may \m so Cuvereil, 
and in tliis case any number of pretty 
little (li;i!,'raiiis will bo fornierl bythi^ 
couehing and twisted silk crossing 
Stitches.

PREPARING VEGETABLES. 



How to Vary tho Uitiml Cuuking of Jleiita, 
Cabbage, Bquusb, FurHuii^i and Asparueu!*. 

' > Numbered withlotiier useful informa- 
tion from Good fiousekeeping are tho 

fcdlowing appetizing ways of using 
some of our common vegt!tables: 

Beets may bo served otherwise than 
pickled. They are nice if cut into thin 
slices ami buttered to bo served warm. 
Occasionally chop them lino and pour 
over tliiMu a spoonful of melted butter 
Hiid a sjirinkling of pepper. Serve ■hot. 
(.'old beets are dolieious made into a 
salad with mayomiaiso dressing, or they 
may be combined with onion aud cold 
potato, di-ossed wlthxddyonnaise, and in 
this way form a desirable supper dish. 

Cabbage as usually cooked is too heavy 
for an ordinary stomach to digest. Try 
steaming it until soft and then serve it 
by pouring around it a white sauce. 
JIake the, sauce by melting a spoonful 
of butter, stirring smoothly into this 
the saiuo measure of flour. Pour into 
this luixturt! one pint of milk and boil 
until thick. Season with salt. This is 
almost as dainty a dish as cauliflower. 

Vaiy the usual jireparatiou of sciuash 
by adding to thoi mashed squash an egg 
well beaten and a cupful of milk stirred 
together. This is a good M'ay to warm 
up the s(iuash from yesterday's dinner. 
It is a very ea.sy matter to nip.ke this 
mixtm-e into squash omelet, and that is 
worth tiyiug. If there is a cupful of 
sipiasb, allow a scant cupful of milk 
and two eggs. Turn into a well buttered 
pan. Tho mixture will heat in three 
minutes, then fold aud servo at once. 

Parsnips in batter are e.xcelleiit. 
Cook the parsnips until soft. Cut 
lengthwise in narrow strips and dip 
each strip in a batter made like fritter 
battel". Fry until brown in smoking hot 
fat, having as much fat as for frying 
doughnuts. Parsnip cakes made by 
forming mnshcd parsnips into small 
cakes, browning on each side in butter, 
are a change wliich has only to be tried 
to be liked. 

Celery in cream sauce, as directed 
for cabljage, is a dish fit for an epicure. 
Prepare it in the samo way. Scalloped 
celeiy also is very good. Put a layer in 
a shallow baking dish and cover with 
cream sauce. Sprinklo with buttered 
bread crumbs and bake ([uickly. 

Try asparagus servi^d in this fashion: 
The coleiy and the asparagus must be 
boiled until tender before being put 
with tho cream sauce. That is not for 
cooking, but for heating. 

Cycling Costumes. 

Among tlie more recent costumes is 
one consisting of kniekerbockers just 
below tho knee, over which is a skirt a 
trifle shorter. This skirt is gored and 
has a full box plaited back. It fastens 
in tho seam of tho front gore so that no 
opening is visible. So that it may not 
pull apart from the belt, it is fastened 
to it by means of little tabs underneath. 

Tho jacket is short, ending in a belt 
that pa.sses under tho narrow rovers and 
fastens with a buckle in front Any 
kind of a shirt or blouse can be worn 
with this. The silk ones are pretty, liut 
flannel is the most sensible material to 
make them of, as it absorbs the perspi- 
ration, leaving ono less sensitive to the 
air when tho exertion of motion is over. 
The sleeves of tlie jacket come just be- 
low the elbow, so that the iirm is as 
free as possible. Long gloves are of 
course a nei'essitv.

SUNDAY TABSBT FE\CTIOB 

.Must Not Be Forced Upon Sabbath ObservinK 
Soldiers— Bnt Orders Unst Be 

Obeyed. 

Omaua, Neb , Aug 9 — The report that 
the Secretary of War has remitted the un- 
executed part of tho aentcnco in tho oase of 
Private Cedarquiat, at Fort Omaha, who 
was sentenced to fine and imprisonment for 
refusing to engage in target practice on 
Sunday, is provoking some warm discussion 
in Weatem army circles. Tho official order 
from Washington, signed by Adjutant 
General Ivugglea, eaye : " The unexpired 
portion of th(! sentence awarded Private 
Cedai(|ue«t, promulgated in gonoral court- 
martial orders No, Mi, current series, from 
your hcad(|uurters, is this day remitted by 
tho President, and you will oaasa the man 
to be released at once. This action, how- 
ever, is not in any way to be regarded as a 
juatificition of the disobedience of orders on 
iho part of thu aolrliera. Tiio ollicer who 
urdered the targol iir.icticii on .Sunday, in 
violation fif the ordera of I'ri'sident Lincoln, 
given in Novoinbor, l.Sli'J, must be brought 
to trial for hia diaohedieiice of orders. By 
order of the .Secret ary of War." The attor- 
ney who defended Codariiuisl said : " Cudir- 
ipiist refused tn otioy hia uu|)erior cHicer be- 
cause by 80 doing he would be violating one 
of our luwa hiiNaelf. A aoldicr haa only to 
obey lawful ordera, and this fact ia clearly 
act forth in gonorol uriiiy ordora."

THE REPUBLIC ACUEPTED. 

Fiirnial Recognition byjiheitloltfid States of 
tlie'New Qoveriinient of IIiiwall> 

New Yokk, Aug. 9 —A World dispatch 
from Washington City says : The republic 
of Hawaii has been formally recognized by 
tho United Stater, through the Secretary of 

State. Tho rcpublioan government of Ha- 
waii, it will bo remembered, was set up 
July 4. On the followiug day Minister Wil- 
lis extended recognition, so far as it was 
within his power, to tho now rcpublio. Mr. 
Williu' action has been diaouseed, bub no de- 
cision was reached until to- day, when Sec- 
rotary Greaham, under the direc'.ion of the 
I'rcsident, sent a formal note to tho minis- 
ter approving hia courao. 

Although tho ttxtof Mr. Grosham's letter 
has not biten made public, it ia undorstood 
that tho President extended tho new repub- 
lio tho hearty good wishes of tho United 
States. Tho representatives of tho de- 
throned Queon started for Washington city, 
as soon as tho now republic was proclaimed, 
and they have been here for several days 
endeavoring to induoo the State department 
to withhold recognition, and to insist thiit 
Lil be extended the assistance of the gov 
eroment in her efforts to regain power. The 
aotlon to-day disposes of the whole question 
and cloaca the unfortonate diplomatio " in- 
cident." - '■ 

Sooretary G''eaham visitisd the capital to- 
day and informed Senator GrajTi of the sen- 
ato committee on foreign affairs, and Glialr- 
nmn McCreary, of the house committee on 
foreign ufifairs, that the President had form- 
ally recognized the Hawaiian republic. No 
otiiaial announcement was given out for pub- 
lication to day, and for this reason neither 
Senator Gray nor MoCreary would disouaa 
tho aubjoot. 

The llawaiian question came to tho front 
again iu tho house to day, forming de- 
cidedly ono of tho incs'; interesting por- 
tions of tho proceodinga. Mr. linutello raised 
it as a question of privilrgo. Ho repudiat- 
ed the imputation that in introducing tho 
reaolutlona recognizing the Hawaiian repub- 
lic ho bad Bought to obtain a partisan ad- 
vantage for the Republican party, and aaid 
that ho ivaii doairioiis only of maintaining tho 
honor and dignity of the govornnienl and of 
observing tho unbroken truditionaof tho coun- 
try and of congress. He criticized the failure 
of the coinmittee on foreign ntl'iira to act 
upon his resolutions, and denounced the 
Hawaiian polioy cf the adniiniatratioii, 
eapccially tho lust act, which ho described 
as tho grudging, halting, secretive recog 
nition of the republic of Hawaii by thu 
I'reaident. Ho waa called to order by Mr. 
Outhwaillio and Mr. Coombs (Democratt), 
and required by tho .Speaker to taUo ilia 
aeat after he hud evoked rounds of applauue 
from his Republican maociatea. Before 
doing so, however, Mr. li jutello unauccoue- 
fully endeavored to get unanimous couaent 
to move that tho cnmmittce on foreign 
atrdrs bo diecharged from the further oon- 
aidcratinn of hia resolution and that they bo 
considered by thohouao. 

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

A San Francisco dispatch says : Tho ahips 
Afon Cofni, from Swaneoa, and Colinlrovc, 
from Newcaatle, M.S. W., for thia city, yes- 
terday poated at Lloyd's as niisBing, were 
both coal laden. The Colinlravo has never 
been spoken ainco the left Newoaatlo, and 
wreckage from the Afon Ctfni waa picked 
up in tho vicinity of tho Scilly islands. Both 
ehipa are long overdue and re-inauranco has 
reoohed high mark. 

H.M.S. Royol Arthur ia expected to 
leave tho dock thia evening, and go to Van- 
couver next Tuesday with invalida and time 
expired men.
